DEVELOPMENT REPORT

This report is written to correspond to the application submittal requirements for
the City of Laconia for the Special Exception review process. Specifically, this
report includes an approval criteria analysis as required in Zoning Ordinance
Article XI, Section 235-70, C. (2) (a-h).

Background

Big Island is a 2.288-acre island located in Paugus Bay of Lake Winnipesaukee
in the City of Laconia in Belknap County, New Hampshire. An existing seasonal
residence is located on the island, and public utilities were recently extended to
the island via piping under the lake. The island is owned by the NH-Big Island
Company, which is a 501¢ non-profit entity owned by Scott Everett.

The island is relatively flat with the highest elevation roughly in the center of the
heavily vegetated island. The triangular shape of the island has the longest axis
in an approximate north/south alignment and is approximately 1,500 feet off west
shore of the bay at its closest point. A 2013 survey completed by David M. Dolan
Associates, P.C. shows a wetland along the north and east shores of the island.
This survey is included in the application materials. The island is heavily
vegetated with a diverse group of deciduous and coniferous trees, and shrubs. A
small sand beach is located adjacent to the existing dock southwest of the
existing house.

Big Island is located within the Residential Single Family zoning district. Last
year, the owner applied to the City for a rezoning from Residential to Commercial
to accommodate plans for a girls youth camp. In September of 2016, the City
Council rejected the rezoning proposal and advised the owner’s representatives
to meet further with the neighbors who expressed opposition in the rezoning
hearing.

Proposal Description

In subsequent discussions with the neighbors and City staff, one of the major
concerns identified with the rezoning proposal was the potential for a wide variety
of commercial uses that could be allowed on the island. In response to that
concern, the proposal has been modified to a specific use (conference center)
allowed by Special Exception while keeping the underlying Residential Single
Family zoning in place. This proposal is in accordance with uses permitted in the



Municipal Code Section 235-26 and the special exception requirements stated in
Article XI, Section 235-69.

The vision of the Big Island Conference Center is to provide the surrounding
Laconia community with seasonal daytime meeting room and retreat space for
non-profit organizations and a conservation educational camp for girls, 8 to 14
years of age. The owner of NH-Big Island Company grew up in the area and
continues to own lakeshore homes in the neighborhood. The camp will offer a
scholarship program for low income families to provide opportunities for girls to
enjoy the lake who might not otherwise get that outdoor experience.

The development plans include remodeling the existing house into the Director’s
residence and infirmary with a bath house addition, constructing a dining/meeting
building and erecting five wooden tents (four on elevated platforms supported by
sonotube piers and one at ground level for handicap accessibility). The building
elevations and floor plans are included in the application submittal materials.
Spec sheets for the tent cabins are also included. Sustainable design and
building principles will be followed.

The wetland areas are noted on the site plan and are primarily located along the
northern and eastern shorelines. The dining/meeting building and the additions
to the existing dwelling will be located in accordance with the City’s 75 foot
wetland setback requirement. A Conditional Use Permit will be necessary for the
tent cabin piers as they will be located within the wetland buffer. However, the
access points to the tent cabins will be outside of the wetland buffer (as shown
on the site plan) directing foot traffic to the outdoor recreation area in the center
of the structures. Details of the outdoor recreation area will be included in the
Site Plan Review application.

During the camp sessions, up to 10 camp counselors will reside overnight on the
island (two per occupied tent cabin) and during the day 2 to 4 dining hall staff and
1 nurse will be onsite. During group meetings and retreats, 2 to 4 dining hall staff
will be onsite depending on the size of the group. The Director (and family) will
reside on the island throughout the season and during camp sessions. A year-
round maintenance/caretaker will also work on the island as needed but will
reside offsite.

Access

Guests, deliveries, and most of the staff will arrive via boats from the Paugus Bay
Marina, as shown on the vicinity map. At least one power boat will always be
docked at the island, and a 20-person pontoon boat will be used to transport the
campers to the Paugus Bay Marina for the occasional day trip. Transportation
from the Marina will be via a bus owned by the Conference Center.



Utility Services

As recently reviewed and approved by the Conservation Commission and
Planning Board, public utilities have been extended to the island in piping laid
under the lake. The island will be served by municipal water and sewer.

Fire Protection

Details of the fire protection plan will be included in the Site Plan Review
application and will comply with recommendations of the Fire Department. One
option may be to install a dry hydrant with a pump and generator to draw water
from the lake in case of an emergency. The pontoon boat will also be available
during camp sessions, meetings and retreats for emergency evacuations of
guests if necessary.

Stormwater Drainage

The approach to site development incorporates Low Impact Design techniques.
The project footprint, amount of tree clearing, land disturbance and impervious
surfaces will be minimized. The tent cabins will be sited amongst the existing
trees to the greatest extent possible. Stone drip edges will be used on the tent
cabins to capture roof runoff and promote groundwater recharge. From the main
house stormwater runoff will be captured in stone drip edges or in gutters
directed to rain barrels and/or rain gardens. Stormwater will be reused and
infiltrated as much as possible. The design approach is to limit the amount of
impervious surfaces, then to centralize the stormwater. Small stormwater
management practices will help to maintain the existing hydrology of the island.

Swimming Area and Water Activities

All water activities by the guests will occur close to the island off the northwest
shore and outside of the heavily-traveled boat routes in the bay. The swimming
area, as shown on the site plan, will be located off the existing sand beach on the
southwest shore and will be roped off with floating platforms clearly marking the
area off limits to boats. The existing dock will be replaced with a new dock, as
shown on the site plan, in accordance with State requirements.

Loon Nesting Area

An existing loon nesting site is located on the eastern shore of the island and is
occupied primarily during the month of June each year. Existing mature brush
plantings along the edge of the wetland provide an effective buffer from inland
activities. In addition, a split rail fence will be added, as shown on the site plan,
to limit physical access to the safe zone. A significant rock outcrop extending
outward approximately 90 yards from the shoreline prohibits boat traffic in that
area providing a natural safe zone. The proposal includes plans to work with the



Loon Preservation Center to establish a nest monitoring system. Loon
preservation will be a major component of the conservation educational program
for the campers. John Cooley, the senior biologist with the Loon Preservation
Center, visited the site last year, and in a follow-up meeting this summer
provided educational materials for the campers.

Noise Study

In response to a neighborhood concern about potential noise impacts, a noise
study was recently completed by a certified acoustical consultant who concluded
that the estimated level of 30 dBA from children engaged in waterfront activity will
be at or below the existing background sound level, and well below the average
sound levels in the area. These sounds will not create any adverse impact to
neighbors along the mainiand shoreline over 1,500 feet away and will likely be
inaudible under most circumstances. The noise study completed by Reuter
Associates is attached.

Visual Perspectives

The island is heavily vegetated with tall mature deciduous and coniferous trees.
The attached visual perspectives demonstrate the views from approximately
1,000 feet southwest of the island looking east. These are computer-generated
renderings based on photographs taken from a boat traveling between the island
and the mainland shoreline where the closest neighbors reside. In addition, the
computer-generated overhead view of the island, based on an on-the-ground
tree survey, shows how the structures will be well screened by existing
vegetation. The structures have been located in the open areas and around
existing trees to minimize the amount of disturbance to existing vegetation.

Meetings/Discussions with Neighbors

The owner’s consultants and brother met with the Paugus Bay Road
neighborhood representative, Ben Gamache, in June and discussed the revised
plans and obtained feedback on potential issues. Three primary concerns were
identified including how a rezoning would allow a variety of commercial uses,
potential noise generated by the campers, and fear of a no —wake zone
declaration by the State because of the island use. As previously stated, the
plans have been modified for a specific use allowed by Special Exception
keeping the underlying Residential zoning intact. The noise study demonstrates
that noise will not adversely impact the surrounding neighborhood. Previous
efforts to get a no-wake zone established in this area have been unsuccessful,
and the owner has no plans to pursue that further. In a follow-up discussion with
Mr. Gamache, he indicated that the neighbors reviewed the revised plans and
decided to hire an attorney, Bill Gannon, to continue their position of opposition.
Bruce Miller, the South Down Shores HOA President, was also contacted about



the proposal. Copies of the application materials have been provided to all three
of these individuals.

Meetings/Discussions with Conservation Commission

The Owner’s Planning Consultant and Engineering Consultant met with five
members of the Conservation Commission on September 6 and discussed the
proposed development plans with a focus on potential environmental issues.
Their recommendations have been incorporated into the plans including fencing
off the loon nesting site, providing a designated handicap accessible tent cabin,
and providing a safe area for swimming. All of these items are noted on the site
plan.

Approval Criteria Analysis

The following criteria analysis is in accordance with criteria specified in
Zoning Ordinance Article XI, Section 235-70, C. 2) (a-h).

(a) The use requested is specifically authorized in this chapter.

A conference center is an allowed use by Special Exception in the Residential
Single Family zoning district as per Section 235-26 of the Municipal Code.

(b) The requested use will not create undue traffic congestion or unduly
impair pedestrian safety.

While an island use does not create traffic and pedestrian activity in the
traditional sense, the use of the commercial marina (Paugus Bay Marina) for
transportation of guests, staff and deliveries minimizes the amount of boat traffic
to and from the island and directs vehicular traffic to a commercial area that is
designed to handle traffic and parking.

(c) The requested use will not overload any public water, drainage or
sewer system or any other municipal system, nor will there be any
significant increase in stormwater runoff onto adjacent property or streets.

The newly installed public water and sewer lines have been sized to
accommodate the proposed use. As previously stated, the design approach is to
limit the amount of impervious surfaces and centralize the stormwater to promote
groundwater recharge.

(d) The requested use will not create excessive demand for municipal
police, fire protection, schools or solid waste disposal services.

The proposed use does not significantly increase demand for municipal services.
Onsite fire protection will be provided in accordance with the fire department



recommendations. Trash will be removed by conference center staff and
transported to the commercial marina for proper disposal. Public service
agencies can benefit from the use of the facilities for training meetings and
retreats.

(e) Any special provisions for the use as set forth in this chapter are
fulfilled.

All Special Exception requirements for the proposed use have been met with the
application submittal.

() The requested use will not create hazards to the health, safety, or
general welfare of the public, nor be detrimental to the use of or out of
character with the adjacent neighborhood.

Limiting activities associated with the use to the island or immediately adjacent to
the island will not result in creating public hazards. The swimming area, for
example, will be contained in a well-marked area connected to the beach on the
island. It is a common challenge with land use proposals to mitigate impacts to
the adjacent neighborhood because of increased vehicular traffic, noise and
visual impacts. The advantage of locating a use on an island is that most of
those potential impacts are nonexistent. By using a commercial marina to
transport people to and from the island, traffic generation is limited to a
commercial area that is designed to accommodate that traffic. The location of
the heavily-vegetated island over 1,500 feet away from the closest shore land
neighbor enables the small-scaled use to be well screened and buffered which
furthers compatibility with the surrounding area.

(g) The proposed location is appropriate for the requested use.

The small conference center is sized appropriately to minimize the amount of
disturbance on the island following Low Impact Design Techniques. Providing an
outdoor experience for girls from the surrounding community to participate in
learning hands-on conservation methods is an extraordinary opportunity unique
to an island setting.

(h) The requested use is consistent with the spirit and intent of this
chapter and the Master Plan.

The primary focus in the preparation of the development plans for the proposed
use has been to minimize disturbance to the island to assure neighborhood
compatibility and to have a small scale facility that is in harmony with the
surrounding residential community, while providing meeting and retreat space for
area non-profit groups in an exceptional island setting and providing an
invaluable outdoor learning experience for girls regardless of their family's
income level. The proposed use with limited impacts is in accordance with the



Master Plan’s stated goals to preserve the neighborhood character and natural
environment, and the use provides some additional employment opportunities in
accordance with the Master Plan’s economic development goals.

Subject: Big Island Girls Camp — Noise Impact Study
Dear Erin,

At your request, | have conducted a study of the potential for noise impacts from the
proposed Big Island Girls Camp in Laconia, NH. The receptors of concern are the
residences that line the western shore of Paugus Bay, west of Big Island. The closest of
these is approximately 1500 ft from the island.

While information is not yet available for building mechanical systems, | understand that
the principal concern is the sounds generated by the campers themselves. | will be
happy to review the mechanical systems when they have been selected. However,
these are likely be on the scale of residential equipment, as the proposed structures are
small. | do not expect mechanical equipment to create any noise impact onshore.

As the town of Laconia does not have any quantitative noise level limits, the goal of this
study has been to compare the expected sound levels from campers playing at the camp
with the existing sound levels along the shore of Paugus Bay.

Camper Sound Levels

Sound levels were measured at another summer camp in NH during a game of capture
the flag. Approximately 100 players were present, and there was continuous yelling,
laughing, etc. during the measurement. While this activity will not occur at Big Island
due to the size and layout of the island, the sounds are representative of children
engaged in many different sporting events — e.g. water-based activities.

Using SoundPLAN, a computer program used for modeling outdoor sound propagation,
the data above were used to predict sound levels at the western shoreline of Paugus
Bay. A three-dimensional model was constructed, and the source placed at the location
of the island’s dock. Ground surface conditions (water, soil, grass, etc.) were
incorporated into the calculation, as water is more reflective than other ground covers.
The source sound level was adjusted to represent 50 campers instead of the 100
measured, a reduction of 3 dB.

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Figure 1, attached, presents the results of this model. Sound pressure levels at the
closest residences, approximately 1500 feet away, are expected to be 30 dBA. Wind or
temperature gradients (a condition where the wind or temperature increases or
decrease with elevation) may cause minor variations in this predicted level.

Existing Sound Levels

To assess the existing sound levels along the western shore of Paugus Bay, a sound
monitor was installed in the backyard of 38 Crane Court, approximately 85 ft from the
shoreline. Figure 2, attached, shows the monitor location. The monitor logged sound
levels over the course of 4 days, including both weekday and weekend days, in 1-hour
intervals. The instrument used was an NTi XL2 sound level analyzer, which meets the
requirements of IEC 61672 for Class 1 instrumentation. The instrument has been
laboratory calibrated in the last 12 months, and was field calibrated immediately
preceding use.

The attached Figure 3 presents the data collected. Three statistical descriptors are
plotted. The L90 represents the level exceeded during 90% of the hour. This is the
background sound level, representative of continuous noise sources. The LO1 is the
level exceeded 1% of the hour. This represents the loudest regularly-occurring events in
the environment, but excludes very short duration events. Finally, the Leq is the
equivalent sound level, which is an energy-average over the course of the hour.

The L90, or background sound level, is consistently above 30 dBA during daytime and
evening hours. The Leq, or average sound level, is at or above 50 dBA during these
hours. Levels of short-term events, represented by the LO1, routinely reach 70 dBA.

The sharp spikes in the Leq and LO1 that occur three or four times each day are from the
horn on the Winnipesaukee Scenic Railroad excursions.

Conclusion

The estimated level of 30 dBA from children engaged in a waterfront activity will be at
or below the existing background sound level, and well below the average sound levels
in this area. It can therefore be concluded that these sounds will not create any adverse
impact, and will likely be inaudible under most circumstances.
